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Sierra Madre has proud heritage of schools

The beginning seat of education in early 
Sierra Madre was a one room school house built 
by town founder Nathaniel Carter during the 
summer of 1882. It stood at Live Oak (now 
Orange Grove) and Hermosa, a rather out-of-the- 
way location for the small community, but then 
we were part of the large Santa Anita School Dis¬ 
trict. 

This structure was of boards and batten 
redwood with some windows and one door on the 
south end. Inside the small building there were 
hard benches and a long table serving as desk for 
both teacher and pupils. A shelf with books was 
the start of a school library. 

Near the building, an open flume carrying 
water from Little Santa Anita to a reservoir on 
the Baldwin Ranch provided the water supply for 
the school. Boys were delegated to fill a galvan¬ 
ized can which was placed inside the school room 
door with a dipper for communal use. 

Professor Edward Pierce was not only Sierra 
Madre’s first postmaster, with mail deposited on 
his dining room table for residents to pick up, but 
he was also our first teacher. As postmaster, he 
was paid $150 a year. I hope he fared better with 
his teacher’s salary. He served as teacher here 
for two years, and raer became the first superin- 
Tendent for Pasadena schools. The little school- 
house also did double duty as a place for church

groups to meet. 

The embryo community’s population was in¬ 
creasing, and it was evident that with the projec¬ 
tion of children that would soon be ready to at¬ 
tend school in a few years, the problem of a 
larger school had to be addressed. W.H. Robin¬ 
son was census marshal for several years (his 
home still stands at 65 N. Baldwin, now a beauty 
salon) and he did his duty faithfully by going 
house to house, and among questions he asked 
was, "Well, how many new babies you got this 
year?" 

In the summer of 1884, a school district 
meeting was held with 15 voters present. Carter 
offered two acres at what is today Kersting Court 
for a new school site, and this was accepted. 
Bonds were issued to raise $3000 for the new 
building, and in September 1885 the new school 
was opened. 

It was a handsome wooden building of two 
rooms separated by a folding door that could be 
opened to make one large classroom. Mrs. Chloe 
B. Jones was principal and teacher, and there 
were 70 students. Later a third room was added 
and a second teacher. 

This second school of Victorian design was 
enhailced by a bell tower with a large bell that 
had been cast in Cincinnati, Ohio, and shipped a- 
round the horn. This is the same bell that now 
hangs in the special tower in Kersting Court that 
our editor, Jan Reed, wrote about in her Oct. 2l, 
1993 Pepper Tree colunm.

^ Mrs. Jones should be remembered not only 
fbr preparing her young students for life but she 
also persuaded school trustees to plant pepper 
trees around school grounds to enhance the new 
school. She guaranteed to care for the trees 
through the school term, with enlisted help from 
her students who brought hoses from home, if the 
trustees would take care during the vacation time. 
The trees that grace Kersting Court t(xlay are 
remnants or seedlings of those trees. 

Before the Pacific Electric street car line was 
brought to Sierra Madre in 1906, and Kersting 
Court was needed to locate the Pacific Electric 
depot, an exchange of land had taken place. The 
Victorian schoolhouse was torn down and Sierra 
Madre’s third school was built in 1905 at High¬ 
land and Auburn. The new school cost $14,000 
to build and furnish, a handsome frame building 
of five rooms with a pergola across the front. 
The fine-toned bell went along and was housed in 
an outside frame. 

Two separate buildings were later construct¬ 
ed in the rear for increased curriculum, such as 
domestic science and Sloyd (Sloyd is Swedish for 
a style of manual training using wood carving to 
train in the use of tools), and also a kindergarten. 
Both this school and the second school were cen¬ 
ters of community activity. 

Twenty-five years later. Sierra Madre was 
building again. In 1930, the present Sierra Madre 
Elementary School was constructed and opened 
with Miss Elizabeth Steinberger, a teacher for 23

This new temple of learning, of beautiful Spanish 
design, had many wonderful interior features, an 
auditorium and stage, cafeteria, etc. and beautiful 
interior appointments. In the late l%0s, howev¬ 
er, this school was declared seismically unsafe 
with plans to demolish it. Students were holjsed 
temporarily in portables. 

Because this was such a beautiful facility and 
certainly could not be duplicated at that time, the 
decision was made to restore the building, bring 
it up to code and reopen it. It has come through

When Bob Penn and his sister, Betty Gross, 
returned last week for the Canyon Kids’ Reunion, 
they weren’t sure if they’d see anyone from their 
early days in Sierra Madre. It turned out to be a 
bonanza, particularly for Penn. 

"There was Joe Grippi whose brother, Joseph, 
used to work at the Sierra Madre News. And 
there was Earl La Lone, all the La Lones, and 
Howard Miller and George Grijalva and Lincoln 
Pascall. We even helped the Millers celebrate 
their wedding anniversary while we were here," 
Penn said. 

The men went to Sierra Madre School, Wood- 
row Wilson Junior High and Pasadena Junior Col¬ 
lege together. 

"Then I lied about my age to get into the Nav- 
y for World War II arid managed to join when I 
was not quite 17," Penn explained, remembering 
his days in the South Pacific aboard sub chasers 
and destroyers. 

"I grew up fast," he remarked. 

The Penn kids were raised in Sierra Madre in 
the Canyon. Their first home (still standing) was 
on Montecito Court, then they moved to South 
Baldwin (house has been tom down) before mov¬ 
ing to Auburn and Highland where the home is 
still standing. The family came in 1931 to Sierra 
Madre. 

"I think it’s probably one of the most unique 
and fabulous places to be raised," Penn said. "I 


used to save my money and take my dog, Nero, 
up to the canyon. I worked at Safeway for my 
father. In those days the area of mountains up to 
Mt. Wilson was like our backyard," Penn said. 
He remembers that he delivered newspapers, 
worked at the Wistaria Theater. "But the only 
recreation in town was the pool hall on Baldwin 
Avenue, owned by Perrys. It was here long before ’ 
World War II and was still running through and 
after the war before closing down." 

He said that all the kids learned to play pool 
there. "All the kids sneaked in. You had to be 18 
but I went in there first when 1 was 15. When 
Police Chief Jim Heasley would come in and say, 
‘Robert, I’m going to tell your dad you’re here, 

I would say, ‘He knows where I am.’" 

Bob was one of the first kids to have his own 
car. "My first love was autos," he said. 

Their father, P.R. Penn, was manager of the 
Safeway Store (now the location of Only Place In 
Town). There were two Safeway stores at one 
time, but just for a short period of time, Penn 
remembers. The one on Baldwin closed with the 
opening of the one on Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The Penns came to Sierra Madre because P.R. 
Penn had respiratory problems. They joined the 
many out-of-towners who came to Sierra Madre 
because of the climate. 

After Bob Penn left the Navy in 1946, he and 
his wife, Wanda, returned to Sierra Madre to live.

Summer tips to 
keep pets healthy 


Sierra Madre is a town filled with 
pets. Most of those people know how to 
care for their pets; however, here are a 
few reminders: 

The heat is on, and hot weather can 
be especially harsh on pets who rely on 
their owners for safety and comfort. Fol¬ 
low these tips so that you and your pet 
can enjoy a happy, healthy summer. 

Never bring your pets along for the 
ride in the heat. Dogs cool down by pant¬ 
ing, and if they only have hot air to 
breathe, they can suffer heat stroke and 
brain'damage. Even if car windows are 
open, the extreme temperatures of hot 
days can kill a dog in minutes^it’s much 
kinder to leave your pets at home with 
plenty of fresh, cool drinking water and 
shade. 

Check your pets regularly for fleas, 
which are more common in hot weather. 
For effective flea control, treat both your 
pet and its environment, including the 
yard. 

If you vacation without your pets, 
make advance boarding reservations with 
a veterinary clinic, a reputable kennel, or 
a responsible petsitter. If you bring your 
pets with you, make sure they wear col¬ 
lars with proper identification tags, and 
obey the local leash laws so that your pet 
won’t get lost. 

If your pet is outside on warm days, 
provide protection from the sun and free 
access to cool drinking water. Strenuous 
activity should be avoided during the hot¬ 
test hours of the day. 

Remember, animals cannot speak and 
ask you for what they want or need. As a 
responsible pet owner, be sure to follow 
these preventive measures to ensure the 
well-being of your animals during the 
summertime.

Before flying to Amsterdam, George 
brushed up on his meager Dutch so he could 
at least appropriately greet his cousin Rudy at 
the airport. They had never met, so George 
would be wearing a white plastic flower in his 
lapel. At six feet seven, Rudy would not be 
hard to spot. 

On meeting, before George could pro¬ 
nounce his practiced "goedenavond," or "good 
evening" in Dutch, Rudy placed a large hand 
on his shoulder and said, "George old chap, 
we are delighted to see you." 

George soon learned that Rudy and his 
wife Henny also spoke German. French, 
Flemish, and that Rudy did well in that won¬ 
derful international language, Yiddish. 

This is a common experience for Ameri¬ 
cans. It places us at a decided disadvantage, it 
can be embarrassing. 

When a Chinese deputy premier visited 
Washington in 1979, President Carter couldn’t 
find an adequate interpreter to translate Eng¬ 
lish to Chinese. 

So a member of the Chinese delegation 
performed that chore. (He had been educated 
at Harvard). 


While we battle illiteracy, and advertise 
phonics as an answer, Iceland, hardly a world 
leader, has no illiteracy. No other country 
speaks "Icelandic," so every citizen must be a 
school graduate, and learns to speak three 
languages. 

In an area of this country, where 20 per¬ 
cent of the populace is of Spanish descent, 
prudence dictates that English speakers learn 
Spanish. It also seems imperative what the 
Spanish-speaking immigrants learn English, in 
their own interest. 

"A little learning is still a dangerous 
thing." 

The American president of an internation¬ 
al service organization was making his first 
obligatory visit to a Spanish-speaking nation. 
He was told that the language was simple. 
Just add an "ado" to your English words. 

He first apologized to his audience be¬ 
cause he could not "habla Espanole." Then, 
he proved it. He said, "Soy embarrassado, 
soy mucho embarrassado." 

The audience stood, and applauded, hav¬ 
ing met the first "very pregnant" man in his¬ 
tory.

Both Maranatha 
verno are college preparatory schools, and stress 
academic excellence.

Fleas are free-living mobile insects that 
only hitchhike on pets when they need a blood 
meal. The adult fleas on a pet at any given time 
are only a fraction of the number of fleas in the 
immediate environment. Fleas prefer to hide in 
areas like grass and carpet; however, they can also 
thrive in sand and dirt. Because a flea can go from 
hatchling to egg-laying adult in as short as three 
weeks and reproduce at a phenomenal rate, 
repeated flea control measures are required to 
suppress the flea population. Fleas can be picked 
up each time an indoor pet goes outdoors, even 
briefly. Spraying the house and yard monthly and 
weekly bathing and spraying your cat is the best 
way to keep fleas under control.
